VANISHING PEOPLE 
Newspapers alm ost every day annou nce the 
m ysteriou s disappearanéte of some individu al. 
These stories tou ch on the fringes of one of the 
strangest, most eerie phenom ena of hu m an life 
—the way in which people now and then vanish, 
alm o st literally, from hu m an sight, leaving no 
clew and never m aking a reappearance. 
Such things happen, cau se a brief sensation, 
and then are forgotten. Bu t a sensitive reader 
gets a shu dder or two ou t of thinking abou t 
them . They are sometimes so u tter inexplicable, 
so profou ndly weird, th a t one can almost believe 
in those heebie-jeebie stories of the old days 
abo ut m aleficent spirits and trapdoors in the 
e a rth ’s atm osphere. 
W hat, for example, became of Dorothy Arnold, 
the New York society girl who strolled along 
F ifth avenu e in broad daylight 22 years ago, on 
her way to have lu ncheon at a mid-town hotel 
w ith her m other, and who has never since been 
seen? 
Where is Ju dge Carter of New York’s su preme 
cou rt, who got into a taxicab in fro nt of a res­ 
tau rant one evening in Au gu st, 1930, waved good­ 
bye to some acqu aintances, and went off into an 
obscu rity so profou nd th a t altho u gh $200,000 has 
been spent on a hu nt for him no one has been 
able even to discover a reason for his disappear­ 
ance? 
W here are the scores of o ther lesser known 
folk, who vanished ju st as mysteriou sly bu t who 
didn’t get su ch big headlines in the newspapers? 
Were they victims of th at odd, little-u ndersto od 
m alady called amnesia? Did su dden illness of 
some natu re strike them down? 
Did kidnapers, 
footpads, white slavers or w hat-no t make away 
w ith them ? Did they yield to an u nexpected and 
inexplicable impu lse simply to ru n away, dis­ 
carding the old life and trying to create a new 
one in different su rrou ndings? 
Asking these qu estions is easy. 
Answering 
them , u su ally, is impossible. We only know th a t 
someone who seemed contented and bu sy has 
disappeared; and the mystery has an eerie,shiv­ 
ery tinge to it th at makes u s, in spite of o u r­ 
selves, remember the old wives’ tales th a t u sed 
to frighten ou r credu lou s ancestors. 


IF OURS WAS A SUPER-RACE 
It is possible th a t a race of su per-m en in in­ 
telligence cou ld be obtained, if only people wou ld 
persu ade themselves to ado pt a cou rse of selec­ 
tive breeding. 
So, anyway, says a University of California 
professor, who has su cceeded in breeding a grou p 
of extra-sm art rats in his laboratory. W hat rats 
can do, he says, hu m ans c^n do; if we will we 
can develop a race th a t is far wiser than the one 
which peoples the earth today. 
Probably it won’t be done, blit it m akes an in­ 
teresting thing to think abou t—especially when 
you consider the sweeping changes which the 
presence on earth of a higher level of general in­ 
telligence wou ld make necessary. 
Consider, for instance, the change it wou ld 
make necessary in politics. 
Men ru nning for pu blic office wou ld actu ally 
have to talk abou t the really im po rtant issu es of 
the day—and wou ld have to talk as if they knew 
something abou t them, too. No more cou ld a m an 
be elected mayor of Chciago by denou ncing the 
king of England, or mayor of New York by in­ 
du lging in co nstant wisecracks. The day of po­ 
litical bu nk wou ld be over. 
And in the field of pu blic am u sem ents—well, 
wou ldn’t 95 per cent of ou r movies and 98 per 
cent of ou r radio program s have to be ju nked? 
W ou ldn’t some of ou r colleges have to think u p 
new and su btler ways of disgu ising the profes­ 
sionalism of their football team s? W ou ldn’t the 
boxing indu stry fall on evil days? 
W hat, do you think, wou ld happen to world 
statesm en? 
Wou ld they continu e to hold their 
jobs when they tried to remedy a world trade 
depression by pu tting u p higher barriers to in­ 
ternatio nal trade? 
Wou ld they be perm itted to 
go on working for peace by bu ilding ever-larger 
arm ies and navies? 
The field of economics m ight be changed, 'u o. 
How long wou ld a su per-intelligent race pu t u p 
with a situ atio n in which the most produ ctive 
era in all history sees co nstantly increasing u n­ 
employment and w ant? 
, 
Perhaps, all things considered, it’s ju st as well 
we do n’t adopt this selective breeding program. 
Cou ld we ever su rvive the shock?
